FATALITY AT HIGH RIVER 


VULCAN 


Vulcan Team Will Take Part in the 
Baseball Tournament 


Members of the Girls' Club Camp at 
High River 


Mrs. Ruby is tht Victim on an Acci- 
den, and Fire 


Capt. Shields Instantly Killed When 
His Aeroplane Side Slipped 


Under the direction of Miss K. 
Tingee, a happy bunch of Vulcan girls 
have been in camp at High River for 
a couple of weeks. The site of the 
camp was on the shaded banks of the 
Highwood, not far from town, and 
when a change from bathing, 
fishjng, romping and other amuse¬ 
ments was desired, they slipped into 
High River to see the sights and take 
in the picture show, or otherwise put 
in the time. 


Vulcan baseball team will be a 
contender in the baseball tournament 
at Uleichen on Wednesday. The boys 
will go over with the determination to 
win, and that they will succeed ia the 
hope of the entire community. The 
record of the team thus fax this sea¬ 
son certainly justifies the hojm. They 
have played some ten or twelve games 
and have won all but two or three, 
and at present are going strong. The 
fans in Vulcan have had some splen¬ 
did entert&niment and exciting times, 
and the players appreciate the support 
which they have received. 


Mrs. J. H. Ruby is a patient in thej 
hospital at Vulcan, the result of a 
fire which totally destroyed the fam¬ 
ily residence, about ten miles east 
and north of he.e. The members of 
the household, four adults and two 
children, were up and going about 
on Sunday morning when the acci¬ 
dent happened. Mr. Ruby was at 
the barn milking the cows and Mrs. 
Ruby was preparing breakfast. There 
was an explosion in the stove, and 
immediately the clothing worn by 
Mrs. Ruby was afire and soon the 
building was in flames. Mrs. Ruby, 
under the circumstances, displayed 
remarkable presence of mind and en¬ 
deavored to smother the flames by 
wrapping herself in a bed quilt and 
this failing she ran rapidly towards 
the barn and threw herself into the 
watering trough, w aich luckily con¬ 
tained a quantity ol water. She also 
tqre off as much of the burning clo¬ 
thing us possible as she ran. it was 
Use* mj« >.«L but it Was uoi 
sufficient to arrest the injury, for 
she was more or leu- badly burned on 
most parts of the body. 

The screams of Mrs. Ruby warned 
the other inmates of the house and 
attrf&ted the attention of Mr. Ruby, 
the latter rendering all possible aid 
to his unfortunate wife and the oth¬ 
ers making an effort to save some 
things from the burning house, but 
with very little success, as almost ev¬ 
erything was lost. 

The event, besides being almost a 
tragedy, has created a loss almost 
unbearable, and the spirit which pos¬ 
sesses a community in such times a.s 
these is productive of sympathy that 
is practical. 

Later—Mrs. Ruby died at the hos-| 
pital about 10 o’clock Monday night.' 
Deceased was 35 years of age and 
was born in the State of Washington, 
coming to Vulcan vicinity in 1910. 
Funeral services were held in the 
Vulcan church on Friday afternoon 


Capt W. E. Sheilds, acting station 
superintendent of the Dominion For¬ 
est Patrol at High River, was in¬ 
stantly killed on Monday morning 
when his plane side slipped and fell 
a distance of about fifty feet just as 
he was “taking off” for a flight over 
the Clearwater reserve at 7:35 a.m. 
The plane alighted on the right wing 
ar.d when the few witnesses of the 
accident ran forward towards the 
wreckage they iound Capt. Shields in 
an unconscious condition and bleeding 
from the ears and nose. He was re¬ 
moved from the wrecked plane, but 
died before medical help could be 
summoned. It is thought that he died 
from a fracture of the skull. C. H. 
Harding, his observer, escaped with 
a slight cut on the nose and a severe 
shaking up. 

The accident bccured right in front 
of the goveininlpt aerodrome. Ac¬ 
companied by CAli. Harding, a wire¬ 
less operator J^atyd Ur tLu iiwuUi 
patrol by the department of naval 
survey radio, who was actiog as ob¬ 
server, the aviator was pieparing foi 
his regular patrol flight over the 
Clearwater reserve. Some moments 
before, Captain Shields, accompanied 
by his mechanic, went over the 
machine thoroughly, and after taking 
on a plentiful supply of gasoline, gave 
the order to “turn her over.” The 
engine responded at once, and after 
a preliminary warming up, Captain 
shields took off at 7:37. He taxied 
for some distance, then started to as¬ 
cend. As the machine rose to a height 
of about 50 feet, it suddenly side¬ 
slipped, and the watchers saw it fall 
like a stone. 

it alighted on the right wing and at 
first it was thought that the occu¬ 
pants might have escaped with slight 
injury. This was heightened when 
Observer Harding was seen to be 
making an attempt to clamber out ol 
tbe wrecked machine. Capt. Shields, 
however, was found in an unconscious 
condition and he died within a few 
minutes. It is thought that his skull 
was fractured by a heavy blow. 

^ The news of Capt. Shields’ death 
was received in Calgary and Hign 
River with great regret. Calgarians 
will remember him as the dating air¬ 
man who flew over the grandstand at 
a low altitude during the lair anu 
threw out thousands of circulars 
warning against the danger of forest 
fires. 

He was bora in Portage la Prairie, 
Man., anu served in tlie x lying Corps 
during the war. He was marneu on 
June ft last to Miss Nicholson, of An¬ 
dover, in. B., and had but recently 
taken up his home in High River.

There has constantly been complaint 
from the farmers that there is some 
thing wrong in the method of market¬ 
ing grain and the control o£, price 
J«> t hat the pricer 3i<T not realize 
his fair^pTBportion on his product. It 
is generally believed that the grain 
grower has cause for his kick. 

The Dominion Government appoint¬ 
ed a conrmission to make Investigation 
and report on the subject. This com¬ 
mission functioned for a time and 
much evidence was heard at several 
points throughout the country, then 
suddenly there was a stop in the pro¬ 
ceedings. Rather sensational evi¬ 
dence was given one day by a Mr. 
Henderson as to fraudulent opera¬ 
tions by the Grain Growers’ Grain 
Company. Hon. T. A. Crerar is the 
president of this grain company and 
also the leader of the Farmers’ poli¬ 
tical party in the Dominion. He at 
once claimed that the evidence was 
that of a disgruntled ex-employe, and 
also that the commission was &p- 
pointed for the purpose of ruining 
him politically. There was recourse 

kna*' -in eonnectioR with the matte i 
—there is lots of law and complica¬ 
tions in almost everything—and the 
inquiry was suspended by injunction 
There was, however, sufficient to 
the case to create a wide and keen 
interest. Statements were made by 
those on both sides, and if either oi 
them are right there is indeed some¬ 
thing very wrong. 

When the commission went out of 
business the case developed into a 
battle between Mr. Crerar and Mr. 
Henderson, each suggesting methods 
and persons by which the case should 
be determined. This detail is not oi 
particular interest to the grain grow¬ 
er or the people generally. What all 
want to know is whether or not we 
are being politically bamboozled or 
cheated in grain transactions, or both 
Let there be a show-down. 


Women in the next Dominion elec* 
Hoi, throughout all the provinces oi 
Canada will be entitled to vote on 
the same basis of qualification as 
men. In 1917 a limited number ol 
women were permitted to vote, and 
since then the women have vot¬ 
ed in elections in all provinces except 
Quebec. Now, in this next election, 
women all over Canada will be on the 
same basis and on an equality with 
men. Alberta was the first province 
to give the rights of franchise to wo¬ 
men, and it has not taken the other 
provinces long to adopt the idea.

Noted Miselonary Tells of H|s Work 
in India

eral years, 
his wife on mission service for Ma¬ 
dras presidency, is back in Alberta 
| has returned to the province on a fur¬ 
lough. Rev. and Mrs. Gordon stud- 
| ied the Telugu language for two yeats 
and having graduated they were ap¬ 
pointed to take charge of a field named 
j Vuyyura, about 260 miles north of 
j Madras, in the Kistna district, where 
they labored among the natives for 
| five and a half years. The Kistna dis¬ 
trict is a noted rice country as tiiat 
| section of India is all under irrigation, 

1 the land producing wonderful crops 
of rice. Three years ago when fam¬ 
ine was prevalent in India, the Kistna 
district supplied nine other districts, 
which included the larger portion of 
1 the Madras presidency. The field 
j over which they had charge comprised 
j an area of about forty square miles 
and containing a population of about 
half a million people. Of this popula¬ 
tion, some 8,000 are now Christians, 
the others being Hindus, Budhists and 
Mohammedans. One of the happy 
features of missionary work, Mr. Gor¬ 
don found, was in the increasing re¬ 
sponsiveness of the poor people to ac¬ 
cept the Christian gospel and forsake 
| the former life of idolatory and its 
: associated evils. The mission has es- 
: tablished nearly one hundred village 
| schools and one centrol boarding 
j school Mrs. Gordon has charge of 
this department and rendered effective 
1 service in that connection. Over and 
j above the work, Mr. Gordon was al¬ 
so the chairman of the Vuyyura union 
or municipality, a member of Talut 
board or county council and also a 
member of the district council, some¬ 
thing similar to our provincial parlia¬ 
ment, hence he was able to fathom 
the sources of unrest and amomons 
l of the Hindu. In this connection, we 
1 herewith reproduce Rev. Gordon’s 
. opinion of political and educational 
' conditions in India, which will give 
our readers a very good idea of pres¬ 
ent conditions in that country: 

I “The present state of India is the 
natural outcome of the past 160 years 
[ of generous and progressive ad min is-, 
trative policy of the British Govern- 
i ment. But to one method of British 
\ rale in particul^^can the clamour cf 
unrest of IndiaTic traced more than 
to any other source, and that is to the 
educational system as it has develop¬ 
ed amidst the illiterate and rural 
masses of that vast Empire, 
j Let me attempt to explain this by 
j a sort of illustration. India js almost 
entirely dependent upon the products 
of its soil for sustainance, that is, 
the^e are practically no industries to 
employ the enormous population who, 
in consequence, have to find a liveli¬ 
hood from some form of agriculture. 
(There have arisen during the last de- 
! cade a fairly large number of indus- 
[ trial enterprises in the few main cit- 
| ies of India). Into the rural commun- 
I ity comes a Government school, and 
into the school enter something icss 
than five percent of the boy popula¬ 
tion of the village. As can be read¬ 
ily understood, where education is not 
| compulsory, at least one per cent, 
soon fall away from the discipline of 
| a school life; at least another one per- 
j cent leave before education has pro¬ 
duced any permanent effect and yet 
another one percent drop out before 
■ the work of high school begins. Let 
j us suppose that one hundred children 
from various village centres remain 
to enter the high school, then the lat¬ 
est statistics show that the percen¬ 
tage of passes in the matriculation ex- 
: animations never exceed ten per cent. 
In other words ninety out of 4Vefy 
hundred boys returned from tha high 
schools to the villages as unfit to en¬ 
ter a college course. But if they are 
unqualified for further education they 
still more certainly consider them¬ 
selves as being unsuitable f#r and un¬ 
adapted to agricultural life.4 Thus 
these ninety boys are “agiir~tMf‘Gov¬ 
ernment,” which plucked them In tneir 
I examinations and are usually able to 
persuade their parents how unfairly, 
j they have been treated by‘th§ aHid 1

These reforms give 
immediately a few of the “Ministries” 
into the Indians’ hands and provide 
for the graduol devolution of the 
whole departmental system to pass in¬ 
to their hands. But no such process 
will satisfy the extreme party; no¬ 
thing more or less than the whole 
reigns of government must .now come 
into their hands. This is the Gandhi 
propaganda. * 

And It Was with this object that 
Gandhi and his colleagues set out to 
boycott the elections held last Novem¬ 
ber. Let no Indian stand for election, 
and let no Indian cast a vote, said 
Gandhi, and the Reforms are useless. 
Now what were the results. The .ex¬ 
tremists all withdrew their nomina¬ 
tions, and the disgruntled withdrew 
their votes, with the happy conse¬ 
quence that only those favorable to' 
the reforms were elected, and today 
the discontents have neither positions 
of power, nor representation on the 
councils. 

Truly there is unrest in India, but 
the discontent arises from such selfish 
motives that the masses of India take 
little stock of all the blabber of the 
hotheads and Gandhi, like his prede¬ 
cessor, Annie Besaut, will soon have 
to d^op into the background to allow 
somfc other more wonderful "idealist” 
to lead his poor unfortunate fellow- 
.coifMrymfin into some more exciting 
purgait. 

There are other factors that natur¬ 
ally enter into the problem of unrest 
such as caste prejudices, the 86 to 90 
percent, of the Indian population who 
are < t£ill illiterate, but the talking un- 
bitidhs group of India’s intellectual, 
is tig: real cause of the unsatisfactory 
conditions prevalent today in India.

The picnic held by the Alberta 
Shorthorn Bleeders at the "E. P. 
Ranch” on Saturday last was an 
event of great interest to those who 
had the privilege of attending same. 
Mr. Carlyle, manuger of the Prince of 
Wales' ranch, had extended an invita¬ 
tion to the Shorthorn breeders of the 
province to hold their annual picnic on 
the ‘‘Royal Farm,” and, as the fol¬ 
lowing personnel shows, representa¬ 
tives were present from different 
parts of the province who were desir¬ 
ous of accepting the kind hospitality 
of Mr. and Mrs. Carlyle, beside 
viewing the splendid purebred ani¬ 
mals sent out from the Royal Farm in 
England as a foundation for the farm 
in Alberta. 

The day was all that could be de¬ 
sired, and at midday the guests as¬ 
sembled on the banks of the Middle 
Fork of Highwood River, east of the 
ranch home, and partook of a very 
delicious luncheon, so generously pro¬ 
vided by Mr. and Mrs. Carlyle., 

With the luncheon over, Mr. Charles 
Yule, president of the Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association, in a few words 
of appreciation for the invitation from 
Mr. Carlyle to spend the day at the 
E. P. ranch, remarked that the sit¬ 
uation was an ideal one, and the 
.Shorthorn breeders could be nothing 
else but fascinated with the surround¬ 
ings on this, the occasion of their an¬ 
nual picnic, 

Mr. Carlyle, in reply to Mr. Yule, 
extended to the members of the Short¬ 
horn Association the privilege of 
holding their annual picnics at the E. 
P. Ranch, when they would indeed. b£ 
glad to have them as their guests, 
their explained that the ranch con¬ 
sisted of 4,000 acres of land, 1,400 
acres deeded and the balance leased 
land. It was a grass and hay ranch, 
and no attempt had been made at 
grain farming, save in the matter of 
growing oats for green feed. There 
never had been a threshiig machifie 
on the place, aftl he did not antici¬ 
pate ever having one there, as the 
foothill country was too subject to 
early frosts. After the Prince o( 
Wales had purchased the property 
from Mr. Bedingfeld it was decide* 
to send over from England some o 
the purebred stock from the Royal 
Farm. Twenty-one females, two 
years and over, five Percherons am 
eleven Dartmoor ponies, besides some 
racing horses, and Shropshire sheep 
were imported from England, and 
these, with other grade stock, were 
shown to the visitors later in the af¬ 
ternoon. 

‘The Hon. Duncan Marshall was 
then called upon, and he spoke very 
interestingly on his experiences in the 
Old Country in connection with the 
embargo on Canadian cattle. He had 
only recently returned from that 
land, and he told of pow he appeared 
there and advocated a f s strenuously as 
he could the removal of the embargo. 
In discussing this question, Mr. Mar¬ 
shall said he would not like to say 
what would become of the live stock 
business in Canada if the embargo is 
not removed. The outlook was in¬ 
deed bad, but he had great hopes that 
with an aggressive campaign against, 
the embargo by Canadians, the re- 
-trietions would be removed. In 1917 
Great Britain gave a definite and 
conclusive promise to Canada that 
after the war was over the Embargo 
would be removed, but this promise 
has been overlooked owing to the very 
determined effort on the pgrt of Irish 
cattlemen and others to see that it is 
not removed. When he arrived in the 
Old Country he found that the Scot¬ 
tish farmers in the central part of 
Scotland had combined to get counsel 
to help them in their fight for re¬ 
moval of the embargo, while the Can¬ 
adian government had made no at¬ 
tempt to bring influence to bear on 
the government to carry out their 
promise of 1917. He related the na¬ 
ture of the evidence he gave before 
the commission, and the cross-exam¬ 
ination he was put through. He re¬ 
ferred to “trembles,” a malady 
he had heard was prevalent in Can¬ 
ada among cattle. Mr. Marshall as¬ 
sured them the only “trembles” he 
was aware of was the “trembles” on 
the part of the British government. 
Foot and mouth disease, tuberculosis 
and mange were also discussed by 
counsel as being prevalent in Canada, 
but Mr. Marshall gave the assurance 
that there was no such disease as 
foot and mouth disease in Canada, and 
for tuberculosis, he was able to quote 
the English counsel figures, which 
could not be controverted, that in 
Great Britain the meat packing con¬ 
cerns had occasion to condemn 14 pe; 
cent for this disease, while Canada 
had only one per cent condemned. He 
also emphasized the fact that in Can¬ 
ada we were careful enough to quar¬ 
antine our cattle for piange, while in 
Great Britain there was no quarantine 
in that regard. 

That the embargo is objectionable 
to the great majority in Britain \va 
very evident. Speaking of the Princ 
of Wales, the owner of the E. I 
Ranch, he said that the purenre' 
stock shipped from the Royal Farm. 
England, could not be shipped back 
owing to the embargo. 

I'pon the arrival of Alberta stock 
in the Old Country about fifty news¬ 
papers announced the arrival and thus 
helped to advertise Alberta steers fai 
and wide. Stockmen from all over 
inspected them and were amazed at 
i the quality. The steers netted them 
i 16 cents per lb. With the removal of 
; the embargo, Mr. Marshall predicts

In this town, as well as every other 
town in the province, ratepayers dis¬ 
cuss and criticize their respective 
councils for the taxes levied and they 
make comparisons with other towns 
in the neighborhood. We reproduce 
this week from the Financial Post a 
list of the towns in the province, 
showing their debenture debt and 
amount of municipal taxes. The de¬ 
benture debt of High River is $109,- 
752, tvhich, after all, is not so bad for 
a town possessing so many valuable 
assets. 'ijhe electric light and water 
and sewr ^debentures belong to the 
town and there is not a householder 
who would be without these facilities, 
even if it cost more than it does. The 
town so far has met its debenture ob¬ 
ligations, and it rests with property 
owners to uphold the good reputation 
of their town by paying their taxes 
promptly this year.

over a period of two 
months that the average spread be¬ 
tween the common and the good 
butcher steer is $2.25 per hundred, 
tt'here the steer averages 1,1 60 lbs., 
showing that quality more than any¬ 
thing else is the outstanding factor 
in a profitable and ready sale. 

During the war period there was an 
abnormal demand for beef, and con¬ 
sequently buyers did not pay quite so 
much attention to quality as to quan¬ 
tity. Turnover in those days was 
what counted, whereas now, due to 
general economic conditions, the gen¬ 
eral trend of prices is downward and 
more or less restricted and conserva¬ 
tive. The public, and consequently 
the market is demanding better 
quality stuff, so that buyers more 
than ever are demanding cattle of 
good quality and finish and of handy 
weight, between 1100 and 1200 lbs. 
This class of stuff is in great demand 
and has a most ready sale. Farmers 
should realize that competition now 
is keener than ever, and they should 
start more than ever studying gen¬ 
eral market conditions, and try as 
nearly as possible to produce for the 
demand of the market. 

Just consider for one moment, you 
produce a steer, and then when you 
have him on the market lose $25.87, 
or on a carload of twenty head of 
them a matter of $517.40, and due to 
nothing except lack of quality, and 
why do common steers lack this 
quality ? Because they are of com¬ 
mon BCrub breeding. If farmers want 
to start in the cattle game with any 
hope of a profit, or at least an even 
break, their motto from now on, 
more than ever, should be “Produce 
the good quality article,” finish him 
to a good handy weight, and then he 
will have a ready sale for him. 

Raise and fatten only the good 
ones, castrate them when they 
are only young calves and dehorn 
them, because it pays. Although this 
is probably often quoted, yet it can 
stand quoting a whole lot more. 


In response to un Inquirer, the Leth- 
oriuge Herald answered a number ox 
questions about the salaries and in¬ 
demnities paid cabinet ministers aim 
members of parliament in Alberta 
j and cabinet ministers and members ol 
' parliament at Ottawa. 

I The cabinet ministers in Alberta 
■ are paid $6,000 each plus $2,000 ses- 
‘ sionai indemnity, or $8,000 in all. The 
1 prime minister receivs $8,500, plus 
i a sessional indemnity of $2,000, or 
| $10,600 altogether. Up till 1910 the 
! sessional indemnity was $1,500, but in 
I that year it was increased to $2,000, 
j and this amount is received by each 
1 member of the legislature. The speak¬ 
er of the legislature and the jeSder 
of the opposition receive in addition 
$2,500 each, and the deputy speaker 
is paid an additiontal amount of $760. 
At Ottawa prior to 1920 tne cabinet 
ministers were paid $7,000 plus a ses¬ 
sional indemnity of $2,500, or $9,500 
in all. In 1920 the indemnity was in¬ 
creased, as was also the allowances 
given to the prime minister, the cab¬ 
inet ministers and the leader of the 
opposition.^ The prime minister non 
receives $15,000 plus a sessional in¬ 
demnity of $4,000. Each ^cabinet 
minister receives $10,000 plus $4,000 
indemnity. 


The opposition leader is 
paid $10,000 plus the sessional in¬ 
demnity of $4,000. Each member ot 
the house of commons and the senate 
receives a sessional indemnity ol 
$4,000 per session, lasting at least 
lifty days.
